‘He 
bad recently returned frym the West, where he 
had been during the progress of the investiga- 
tion, abd was examined on Wednesday evening. 
He testified that Mr. Tilton had held several 
conversations with him about the trouble 
m his family, and had accused 
Mr. Beecher of making improper proposals 
to Mrs. Tilton on several occasions. Mr. Tilton 
had never said that Mr. Beecher was guilty of 
edultery with his wife, confining bis charges, so 
far as his own family was concerned,, to the 
lesser offense. Mr. Harmon furnished 6 Trib- 
une reporter yesterday with a full outline of 
his testimony, and added details of con- 
versation with Mr. Tilton, and his 
own. knowledge of the case, he 
did not give when he appeared before 
the Committee. Mr. Harmon became acquainted 
with Mr. Tilton in the fall of 1870, by the intro- 
duction of Stewart L.Woodigrd. Mr. Harmon was 
at that time a Supervisor, and active in political 
matters in Brooklyn. Mr. Tilton and be were both 
interested in certain lines of politica! effort, and 
they became intimately acquainted, Mr. Harmon 
often visiting Mr. Tilton’s house by the latter's 
invitation. Mr. Tilton told him of his discharge 
from bis positionson the Independent and the 
Brookiyo Union immediately after the event.

Tilton answered that it grew out of some old 
scandal.

At various times 
when with Mr. Harmon, Mr. Tilton spoke of Mr. 
Beecher’s improper conduct to his wife, and said 
that he had letters from Mr. Beecher which ad- 
mitted the fact. One of these, which he read 
to Mr. Harmon, he thinks, without giving 4 date, 
closed somewhat in this way: God helping me, 
I will be a purer man in the future.”

lent fits. On one occasion he tried to throw a 
cofiee-pot of hot water over his wife for some 
siight word which sue had uttered, and again had 
chased his #ou-2-law out of the house with a re- 
volver for some other offense equally triſhing. 
His madness at times assumed almost ludicrous 
phases, and recentiy it has led him to an almost 
demoniacal rage at the sight of any of che fam- 
uly eating heartily when ns own thirst for liquor 
debarted him from the en joyment of his meais. 
Hig wife aud children hved m continual fear 
of violeuce, except when for a week or 
he would conquer his absorbing 
passion and remam sobder. Then, they 
said, he was @ very kindly father. His 
face yesteidsy morning reminded them 
that his madners was ubon him again.

HAS MR. BEECHER EQUIVOCATED P 
Mr. Beecher acknowledges, in his statement, 
that he prevailed upon Henry C. Bowen to dis- 
miss Tilton from his position upon the Jndepend- 
ent and the Brooklyn Union. He did so imme- 
diately after receiving from Tilton a note which 
showed that the latter believed that he 
(Beecher) had been guilty of some great im- 
morality. This note was dated Dec. 27, 
1870. Two days afterward, Mrs. Tilton 
made her confession. Mr. Beecher’s ac- 
knowledgment of his agency in depriving 
Tilton of his only means of subsistence 
is plain and full. He says: Mr. Bowen wish- 
ing my opinion, it was frankly given. I did not 
see how he could maintain former relations with 
Mr. Tilton. . . . I spoke strongly and em- 
phatically. . . . AlthonghI have no doubt 
that Mr. Tilton would have lost his place at any 
rate, I have also no doubt that my influence was 
decisive and precipitated his final overthrow. 
It now appears that Mr. Tilton, hav- 
ing learned that I had replied to his threatening 
letter by expreesing such an opinion as to set Mr. 
Bowen finally against him and bring him face 
toface with immediate ruin, extorted from his 
wife,” ete.,etc. Mr. Beecher also conveys the im- 
pression that it was due to his efforts that Bowen 
finally paid Tilton the $7,000 he owed him. He 
says that be was kept in trouble in order that 
I might, through my friends, be used to extract 
from Mr. Bowen $7,000, the amount of the claim 
in dispute between them.” The fact is that this 
$7,000 was paid independently of any 
effort of Beecher. The contract bet ween 
Bowen and Tilton provided that. in 
case of the latter’s sudden dismissal, he should 
be paid a certain proportion of his next vear’s 
salary. Bowen refused to fulfill this contract, 
and Tilton sued him. The suit was finally sub- 
mitted to arbitration. Horace B. Claflin, a mem- 
ber of the present Investigating Committee, 
Charles Storrs, brother of another member, and 
James Freeland, to whom the question was re- 
ferred, decided ur animously that Tilton’s claim 
was just. Bowen gave his check for the money. 
This was a simple, every-day proceeding. The 
following hitherto-unpublished letter from Mr. 
Tilton to a gentleman of this city shows, by in- 
ternal evidence, how purely business-like the 
arbitration was: 
Brooxtiyry, April 4, 72. 
Mr Dear —— : No sooner had I reached home than 
I found that my anticipated legal proceedings against 
Mr, Bowen had fairly begun, This engrossed all my 
mind, so that I have written for the paper only what I 
could mot avoid. The result of the case will please

B. Claflin, James Freeland, and Charles Stoors, three 
leading citizens of Brookiyn.

There are just two ways in which Beecher 
could have “‘ acted through his friends” in this 
matter. He might have induced the parties to 
submit the question to the decision of arbitra- 
tors instead of Judge and jury. This would not 
have been a favor to Tilton. His case was so 
clear that he was sure to win in any court in 
Christendom. If Beecher did this, he did a good 
thing for Henry Ward Beecher and for nobody else. 
The scandal might then have been made public 
in thecourts. It could not before the arbitrators. 
Secondly, Mr. Beecher might have induced 
the arbitrators to give Tilton $7,000 (out of 
Bowen's pocket) as “hush money.“ This would 
have been equally dishonorable in the three 
judges and in Beecher, and would have been no 
favor to Tilton, since he had a good case. In 
view of these facts, it is plain that, when Mr. 
Beecher asserts that he was chiefly instrumental 
in obtaining this partial atonement for the wrong 
Mr. Tilton bad suffered, it is not unreasonable, 
without further light, to conclude that he equiv- 
ocates. If he has been guilty of this in such a 
minor statement, how much credence is due to 
his assertions upon points on which the gravest 
consequences depend? Upon this point, as well 
as upon many others, the testimony of Henry 
OC. Bowen is needed. He has been very quiet 
hitherto, and his name has scarcely been men- 
tioned,—except in Tilton’s and Beecher’s state- 
ments. Tilton declares chat Bowen told him of 
particular cases of unchastity in Beecher’s con- 
duct. Bowen’s silence is a confession, He has 
been mixed up in this business from the very 
beginning. No report from the Investigating 
Committee will be received as conclusive unless 
it is prepared in the light of such testimony as 
Henry C. Bowen can give. 


INSURANCE IN CHICAGO. 

The letter from the President of an insurance 
company in New York to the editor of this paper, 
published this morning, is of interest in the con- 
sideration of the relative duties of the City Gov- 
ernment and of insurance companies. 

Insurance is a matter of business,—as much 80 
as keeping a hotel or selling dry goods. When 
it ceases to be profitable, it will stop; when it be- 
comes profitable agam, it will resume. When 
the busivess, at an average rate of one-half per 
cent, ceases to be profitable, the rates are ad- 
vanced, but with each advance in rates beyond a 
certain point the aggregate business declines, 
until at last the company underwrites no more. 
The business of each city must depend for its 
continuance on its own profits, because no well- 
managed company will take risks when loss is 
certain, for the mere sake of taking such 
risks. Insurance is profitable or losing because 
of many things well uon and understood in 
the business. Lea viv owt uf consideration reck- 
less insurance, extravagn.acs in commissions to 
solicitors, etc., the principa circumstance to 
govern the business is whether the genera! loca- 
tion, materials, construction of ‘wildings, are 
such as to justify the risks against tire ; and 
whether the means and appliances provided by 
the community against fire are such that en- 
gines, water-supply, and Fire Department will 
be likely to arrest a fire whan once under way, 
and prevent its becoming an extended con fla- 
gration. When these things are wanting, then 
insurance at any rate is extra bazardous, and 
must necessarily be very select. The fact is, the 
greater the protections against fire, the lower the 
rate of insurance and tbe greater the profit 
to the companies, because of the increased 
agkregate of property insured. As $1,000,000 
insurance, at the rate of one-half percent, is more 
profitable than $100,000 insurance at 2 per cent, 
so it is to the interest of honest insurance to 
have rates at the lowest figure consistent with 
ordinary safety. Whenever there is a defective 
Fire Department—in machinery, hose, water-sup- 
ply, superintendence, or general management; 
when the executive control of the Fire Depart- 
ment is incompetent or irresponsible, these 
things directly affect insurance risks, insurance 
rates, and general confidence, and the public 
are bled severely for panic prices for insurance, 
or else have to go without it because 
of the withdrawal of the companies. 
The insurance companies do not build 
our houses, select the material, pur- 
chase the engines and hose, employ and off- 
cer the firemen, nor supply the water. They take 
these things as they find them, and they charge 
rates for insurance, or refuse insurance alto- 
gether, according to the condition of these things. 
The City Government owes it to the people to 
protect them against fire by the employment of 
all the means that science and skill can furnish. 
This must be done wholly independent of all 
idea of insurance. Every man has aright to the 
best possible protection against fire, and such 
protection should be furmished at the general 
cost. This protection this city must afford be- 
fore it can have eubstantial, responsible, and 
reasonable insurance: and if the city will not 
furnish such protection, then Chicago must do 
without insurance, and accept all the conse- 
quences of such a withdrawal of confidence and 
security, 


ILL-TIMED LEVITY. 
On the 14th of August, a deputation of report- 
ers waited upon Mr. Beecher, after the Com- 
mittee had left his house, and interviewed him 
and his counsel, Mr. Shearman. Mr. Beecher 
was in the jolliest of spirits. He hoped that 
when the reporters went to Heaven they might 
be changed into corkscrews, so that they could 
even open a bottle and see what was in it. He 
inquired what chances he would have as candi- 
date for the Presidency of the United States, 
and what the press thought about it. He felt 
very proud because he had a new white vest on. 
He wanted all the reporters to come up to Peek- 
skill and eat pears with him. He indulged in 
some pleasant humor as to his friendly feel- 
ings for Theodore Tilton. He was, in fact, not 


only genial, but exuberant, and running over 
with nonsense. 


This extraordinary conduct of Mr. Beecher’s 
appears not only very inconsistent for one of 
his cloth, but shocking. There are certain de- 
cencies of life which ought to be observed by 
every one, ministers not excepted. Even under 
ordinary circumstances, and with no charges 
hanging over his head, such nonsense as this 
would be a breach of decorum on the part of a 
man holding a position like that of Mr. Beecher’s. 
But in this case a very serious charge is pending 
against him, which is not yet wholly cleared 
away. Itis a charge which most mtimately at- 
fects his reputation and good name, and may yet 
undo the work of his life-time. It isa charge 
which may forever blast the good name of Mrs. 
Tilton. It affects the well-being of religion, the 
Cbhareh, and society. All good men and women 
everywhere are anxiously awaiting the full teati- 


— —— 
the question of his guilt or innocence, and free 
themselves from the burden of suspense which 
every one feels to a greater or less extent. 
Under such circumstances as these, s decent 
gravity of deportment, at least, would become 
Mr. Beecher, until the final verdict is made in 
his case. However jolly he may feel, the public 
does not feel like joking sbout it. Too many 
interests are at stake for mirth. It does not 
affect Mr. Beecher and Mrs. Tilton alone. It is 
a direct blow at sociery. 
In another way this levity appears unseemly. 
Mr. Beecher, in his statement, claims that he is 
a victim of hypochondria, inherited from his 
her and grandfather, and that he often goes 
into the pulpit with a strong impression that it 
will be his last Sunday. If such! be the case, if 
this is anything more than a smart dodge to 
secure sympathy, how is it that he is so 
jocose and exuberant when other people, 
who are not even immediately interested, are 
anxious and depressed? If he is a victim of hyp- 
ochondria, would not that dreadful disease at- 
tack him with ten-fold severity under such a 
combiuation of circumstances? We cannot look 
upon Mr. Beecher's ill-timed jocosity in any 
light which appears creditable to him. He 
should remember, at this time above all others, 
that no one else feels like laughing if he does; 
aud he should cease—to put it as mildly as possi- 
ble—making a hariequin of himself. A little 
more of his “ heriditary hypochondria ” would 
be becoming under the present circumstances.

THE TAXATION OF CHICAGO. : 
In New York City, the State, county, and city 
taxes are collected by one set of officials at the 
same time. The State and county authorities 
notify the City Collector of the proportion of 
their respective taxes which the city is bound to 
pay, and he collects all three in alump. In Chi- 
cago, we have two cumbrous sets of tax-gather- 
ers. One, elected by a choice gathering of 
roughs as town-oflicers, collects four of our six 
taxes,—State, county, town, and park. The

The same amount of money can be col- 
lected at much less cost. Since this is so, it will 
be well to find out how. 

The first thing is to abolish the township sys- 
tem within the limits of large cities. It is a relic 
of rustic New England which does not suit 
crowded cities. Notan officer elected under it 
discharges any duty which cannot be better per- 
formed iu a different way. It is wasteful. It 
encourages a rascaily breed of petty politicians. 
Its theory is admirable ; its practice is abomin- 


The next thing to be done is to intrust the 
collection of county and city taxes to one set of 
Officials. This will at once rid us of a horde of 
sinecure officeholders. 

The last and the most important thing to be 
done is to radically change our whole system of 
taxation by making it indirect instead of direct. 
Special assessments cannot well be levied in this 
way, but everything else can. The only objeo- 
tion to indirect taxation is that the people, not 
feeling 1t, can be made to pay too much without 
remonstrance. A rigid publication of official ac- 
counts would obviate this. 
licenses would rid us at a blow of the cumbrous 
and ill-working machinery of assessment and 
collection which now squeezes our taxes out of 
us. Every man would pay in proportion to the 
amount of his consumption. The license-fee of 
for instance, would 
be added in driblets to the prices 
at which retailers bought, and these latter would 
in turn make their customers pay for their li- 
censes, as well as for that of the wholesale 
dealer. Such taxation is unerring. Escape from 
it is impossible. There can be no evasion by 
concealing one’s property. Nature, not man, is 
the tax-gatberer. 

The Citizens’ Association has selected three 
first-class men as its Committee on Taxation. 
They will have plenty of work todo. And they 
will be gratefully remembered if they succeed in 
ridding Chicago of the present burdensome sys- 
tem of collecting taxes, if they cannot of the 
fundamental error in the plan of assessing them.

The two 
years’ experience of Mr. Singer, who was the 
drill-master of the first festival, with the musio- 
al societies of Cincinnati, will also be a great ad- 
vantage for the next one, go that we may expect 
a remarkable degree of success. It will not be 
at all surprising if the festival of 1875 @eaves 
Cincinnati with but one competitor in the 
musical field. Boston and the Handel and Haydn 
Society are a hard team to beat, but as the first 
festival pushed them very closely, and that was 
an experiment, Boston must look out for her 
laurels the next time. * 


THE SINS OF SIMPSON. 

Original sin had nothing to do with these 
peccadilloes. Simpson mastered the vices he 
inherited from Adam at an early age. By the 
tame he was married he must have been an 
angelic character, for he allowed his mother-in- 
law to live with him. A few weeks ago he fell 
sick. His physician, Dr. Hopkins, decided to try 
the transfusion of blood. But Simpson's pro- 
posal, that the resident mother-in-law should be 
deprived of the necessary quantity of life-giving 
fluid, was indignantly negatived by the latter. 
No friend proffered to shed his blood for the 
sake of Simpson and ecience. At last, recourse 
was had toa goat. Two quarts of its blood were 
transferred to Simpson. Remarkable re- 
sults followed, His strength revived, but 
his mfhd weakened. He was a human goat. 
He butted Dr. Hopkins into the next room. The 
Doctor gained that apartment with the sacri- 
fice of his stomach, into which the unruly 
patient bad violently inserted his head four 
several times. Simpson was engaged in smashb- 
ing in the door-panels behind which the Doctor 
lay intrenched, when his luckless mother - in- law 
entered the room. Iustantlyebe regretted her 
refusal to supply him with her own blood,—the 
refusal that indirectly made him & goat. One 
frightful lunge of the Simpsonian head and the 
mother-in-law lay palsiei on the floor, while 
Simpson frisked about on his hands and 
knees, now nibbling at the green flowers 
woven in the carpet, and now battering 
his helpless victim from head to foot. The news 
soon spread. Tue neighbors who had declined 
to shed their blood for Simpson showed a great 
willingness to help shed his. They gathered 
with guns, and were discussing the question of 
giving their intended victim a fair run over the 
country, instead of shooting him at sight, when 
the Doctor, who led them, suddenly turned pale 
and started for the rear. The reason was quick- 
ly apparent. Simpson came frisking toward the 
crowd, filling the air with “ba’as.” A lucky 
whirl of a noose brought him up with a jerk. 
He was soon securely tied. His conquerors 
returned to their homes. Dr. Hopkins 
now succeeded in getting an Irishman 
to bleed into Simpson’s open veins. 
It was the signal of recovery. Simpson is well 
again. Tobe sure, he speaks with s mighty 
brogue, has joined the “ Erin-go-bragh Sun- 
burst Circle of the Fenian Brotherhood,” and 
persists in voting the “ People’s-Party ticket 
of the town where he resides, to the great 
disgust of his old Republican friends; but ese 
are minor disadvantages. The goat's blood 
shows itself but seldom. A few Sunday's since, 
when Simpson asked the sexton to show hims 
seat, he varied the monotony of following by 
playfully butting him into the baptismal font. 
The choir was singing a line which made an un- 
kind reference to goats in the’ world of the 
future at the moment when Simpson broke 
out. This was doubtless the cause of the little 
accident. In one way, the transfusion has been 
of great service to Simpson. When he suggests 
anything, aud his adored mother-in-law hems 
and purses up ber lips and begins, But—,“ 
he has only to say: But me no buts,” and 
lower his head until his figure somewhat resem- 
bles that of a goat, and that blessed female has- 
tily ejaculates: ‘‘ Dearest Edward, u shall be 
exactly as you wish.” 

HARVARD EXAMINATIONS FOR WOMEN. 
When the suthorities of Harvard University 
announced their scheme for éxamining women, 
we gave it prominent and favorable notice. It 
was not, however, widely advertised throughout 
the country. This may perhaps expiain the 
small number of candidates who presented 
themselves at Cambridge last June. Our read- 
ers will remember that the plan was, in brief, 
this: Examinations on a certain proportion of 
a given number of branches of knowledge were 
to be held at Cambridge and at any other city in 
which committees would arrange the business 
details. These examinations were to be prelimi- 
nary and final, the former being elementary. 
The questions were to be prepared by the Facul- 
ty of Harvard, and certificates were to be grant- 
ed by them to the successful vandidates. 

Only seven persons presented themselves. 
The fact is to be explained, no doubt, by the 
lack of advertising already mentioned, by the 
short time allowed for preparation between the 
announcement and the examination, by the nat- 
ural dislike of women to make themselves prom- 
inent by being the first to try the new scheme, 
and by the failure of friends of the idea to form 
subsidiary committees anywhere in the country. 
This last is quite important, because very many 
studious women cannot afford to go to Cam- 
bridge for the sake of getting degrees. 
They must be examined at home, or not at 
all. The seven candidates all entered for the 
preliminary examination. Ourionsly enough, 
they all chose to be questioned on elementary 
physics in preference to elementary botany. 
They had to choose between Greek, German, 
and Latin. One elected Greek, three Latin, and 
three German. Four passed and received cer- 
tificates entitling them to enter for the advanced 
examination. Two were partially successful. 
One was rejected. The examination continued 
six days and covered five hours of each day. 
Hereafter the thirty hours will be distributed 
over more days. The next examination will be 
in the latter half of May, 1875. Much interest 
is already shown, and a large increase in the 
number of candidates is expected. We trust 
the expectation will be realized. Such a scheme 
gives women what they need,—a fixed standard 
of comparison. The degrees granted wili excite 
emulation, will be something to be proud of, 
and, especially in the case of teachers, will be of 
actual cash value.

Scarcely one landmark of the ancient City of 
London is as well known abroad as that famous 
obstruction, Temple Bar. It is, from a practica| 
standpoint, an obstacle to trade. Its narrow 
arches pass the traveler from two of the princi- 
pal streets of London, and the broad stream of 
pedestrians and vehicles narrows down and 
surges through the riduculous little passage- 
ways, jammed and disgusted. But ite day has 
come. It has been falling to pieces gradually 
for the past half-century, and now threatens to 
scatter its antiquated masonry over the heads 
of the. populace if measures are not taken 
to remove it. The edict has gone 
forth, and Temple Bar will  sbortly 
have disappeared, and with it the last of the 
city gates. Temple Bar was designed by Sir 
Christopher Wrenn and built in 1670. It divided 
in old times the cities of London and Westmin- 
ster. No plea but that of sentiment can be ad- 
vanced against its obliteration, but some of the 
historic associations which endear it to the En- 
glish mind will cause a sigh of regret on this side 
of the Atlantic at its removal. Here were ex- 
posed on pikes, for the loyal citizen to gaze at, 
the heads of executed rebels and traitors, which 
remained there until the skulls whitened 
aod the storms blew them down. Here 
the Lord Mayor went through the ceremony of 
delivering to his sovereign the sword of the 
city, to receive it back with the stereotyped 
phrase that it could not be in better hands. 
Here those old writers with whom we are still on 
terms of the kindest familiarity—Goldsmith, 
Dr. Johnson, and the long roll of their contempo- 
raries— were accustomed to pass. Time and 
commerce demand the removal of the venerable 
archway as little less than a dangerous nuisance. 
What public necessity demanda, sentiment can- 
not retain.

While Moncure D. Conway, in his capacity as 
journalist, furnishes the Cincinnati Commercial 
with some of the most thoughtful, wholesome, 
and readable correspondence, dated from En- 
gland and published in the United States, it is 
to be regretted that his letters are obtained only 
at the price of his exile. Impregnated with 
radical views of life, they only make it more to 
be regretted that his own countrymen cannot 
enjoy to the fullest exteot that wisdom and 
originality of thought and expression which the 
fortunate Londoners listen to through the week. 
The fact is that, as an exponent of rational religion, 
Mr. Conway finds himself in England surround- 
ed by a number of eongenial spirits such as he 
did not meet with in his own country. Heis 
consequently more at home in England than in 
the United States. Times have changed ma- 
terially since he left, however. Could he return 
to take the chair of a society similar to that 
which now regards him as teacher, he would find 
that his theories of life and things bad grown 
and extended widely. There are already in Lon- 
don many men to carry on the work in which he 
is engaged. His exile is an implied belief that 
a prophet is not without honor save in his own 
country and among his own kin. 


The graphic narrative of a brutal fight between 
a dwarf and a bull-dog, to settle a wager, which 
was printed not long since in one of the London 
newspapers, has been officially pronounced s 
hoax; but an actual occurrence took place re- 
cently in Liverpool which outdoes the dwarf and 
dog story in horrible brutality. On the night of 
the 20th of July, a party of colliers set out for 
the avowed purpose of “killing the Irish.” 
They attacked six cottages occupied by the ob- 
noxious persons, smashing in the windows 
with bricks and stones. In one of the cottages 
lived a man over 80 years of age, named Patrick 
McGrath. They burst open his door and made a 
diabolical attack upon him. One of his eyes was 
knocked out, and he was then thrown down and 
drenched with whitewash. Some of the bruies 
went so far as to fill the empty socket of his eye 
with the liquid lime, and forced s portion of it 
down his throat. His wife was also driven into 
the street and violently kicked. The cruelties 
practiced by the Indians and Thugs can hardly 
exceed in fiendishness these brutalities practiced 
in one of the largest cities of civilized England. 


The sight of a Judge of a United States Dis, 
trict Court drawing a revolver and heading s 
negro riot can scarcely be considered edifying or 
calculated to promote veneration for the judicial 
ermine; and yet, if the Montgomery (Ala.) Ad- 
vertiser is to be relied upon, Richard Busteed did 
actually draw a pistol upon the conductor of 2 
train because he ordered a negro from the ladies’- 
car, in which neither the Judge nor his protege 
had any right to be sitting.

LOCAL MISCELLANY. 


CHICAGO MEDICAL SocTETY. * 
A meeting of the Chicafyo Medical Society was 
held yesterday evening in Parior No. 1 of the 
Gault House. Dr. Quine took the chair, about 
twénty-five members being present in all. 
The @ivutes of the preceding meeting having 
been read and approved, 
DR. A. H. FOSTER 
reported the case of Tiletta Sollitt, the child 
who died at Oak Grove of hydrophobia last Sat- 
urdav. In his report Dr. Foster stated that he 
was called on Friday last to attend the child. 
Her skin was warm, pulse about 90, regular, and 
strong. The pupils of the eye were nat- 
ural, the tongue slightly coated, except in 
the middle, where it was reddish of 
hue. The child gagged somewhat, but did 
not vomit, and there was no disturbance of the 
bowels, and no complaint of pain. The child 


was conscious and natural, and if a : lit upon 
her face started suddenly, as thou e hid re- 
ceiyéd ah electric shock, and loo wile and 


fiightened,catching her breath and throwing her 
head aud her hands about, but soon became 
natural again. If a ‘draught from an 
open door or window struck her she caught her 
breath, Since the night of the Wednesday pre- 
vious she bad eaten nothing, having swallowed 
only 4 few teaspoonfuls of water in that time, 
She frequently calied for water, but could 
not succeed in swallowing it when it was 
— 4 2 Oo W 3 she grew worse, but 
was able to sit up, displaying no symptoms of 
illoess in addicion to ee of the previous day, 
the only change being that the symptoms al- 
ready described were more marked. 

Frida violent spasms en¢ued on each attempt 
to drink, or when a current of air crossed 
het. On the afternoon of Friday, Dr. 
Foster called Dre. W. E. Clarke and Norman 
Bridge to consult with him iu the case, who con- 
. with him, after along and careful exam- 

ination, that the case was one of hydrophobia. 
Various remedic& were — 1 but wit h- 
out effect, and . Saturday the spasmg grew 
more violent, aud were accompanied by frething 
at the mouth and inability to swallow. The pulse 
ranged from 100 ato 180 per minute, and 
little girl died at 8’o’clock in the evening in a-vio- 
lent spasm, in Which her body underweut hor- 
rid contortions, her eyeoalls started from their 
sockets, and her breathing ran from forty-eight 
to ninety-six inspirations per minute. No 
post-mortem examination was made in tie 
fe On inquiry, it appeared that the 
child had been bitten about a week be- 
Tore July 4 by a little pet dog on the 
left cheek, The wound bled slightly, but healed 
quickly, and no more was thought of it. The 
dog was killed the night after it had bitten tite 
child, although no suspicion of rabies had been 
aroused. The day before it bit the little girl the 
dog had bitten a gentlemen in the neighborhood, 
who as yet has manifested no symptoms, and has 
no apprehensions of an attack of hvdrophobia. 

Oo motion of Dr. Earle, the report of Dr. 
Foster was laid upon the table, to be discussed 
at the next meeting, with especial reference to 
the question whether or not hydrophobia was 
the result of a virus.

Dr. W. A. Clarke read a paper on orarian 
tumors, of which the discussion was aleo re- 
ferred to the next meeting. 

Dr. J. N. Hyde moved that a committee be

Foster, Stiggins, and Earle were 
appointed such committee. 

The Special Committee on Dr. C. W. PFitch's 
book, “Instructions to Patients,” a work on 
hygiene which he has been in the habit of 
gratuitously distributing among bis patients, 
then submitted their report, censuring the work 
as ui profession 

A long and warm diseussion followed when 
the objection was raised that the intention of 
the work was the increase of Dr. Fiteh'e prac- 
tice. 

The report was rejected, and the meeting ad- 
journed.

Carlist Atrocities at Cuenca. 

The Madrid Government -continues to bring 
charges of the most fearful atrocities committed 
by the Carlists. The following extract from the 
report of the Civil Goveroor of Cuenca must, 
considering its source, be read with caution: 

a oe ae of their ferocity was the 
Captain of the Reserve, Don Enrique Escobar, 
whom they found in his bouse ill in bed.
